The approach of a torpedo 
was first potions by a passenger, who 
informed the captain, but it was then 
so close to thy Leinster that it vas 
ii pessible to evade its contact wita 
the. vessel. It struck the ship be- 
tween the forecastle and the post- 
office apartment, piercing her side. 
She then began ‘to sink, but still a 
hope was entertained that she might 
be saved. Ske was, however, an 
easy prey for the submarine, from 
which there had been no warning 
given. 

Torpedoed at 150 Yards. 

An attempt was made to bring the 
steamer about and make back to 
port. It looked as if this would suc- 
ceed, s0 steadily did the ship ride, 
despite a heavy swell. All hopes were 
frustrated, however, as immediately 
after. the submarine launched a 
second torpedo, which struck the 
Leinster amidship, and piercing her 
side entered the engine-room, causing 
a violent explosion. Both torpedoes 
were fired at about 150yds. range. The 
explosion shook the ship from stem 
to stern, and many persons must have 
been killed by its force. The’ Leinster 
listed to port, and many men, trusi- 
ing to their lifebelts, dived into the 
sea, most of them being drowned. 
Boats were, very ponor manned, 
but some cdpsised fore fikin the 
water, and their occupants were 
thrown out. Other boats were 
smashed against the sides of the ship 
as it quickly foundered. 


Survivors’ Stories. 

“A gurviyor, interviewed by a 
“People” representative, stated that 
he saw the seoond torpedo coming, 
and he knew then it was all over, 
There was a terrible explosion, and 
the boilers were- literally blown to 
pieces. He jumped headlong into the 
sea, and at the same moment a little 
girl, evidently about 5, did the same. 
The poor little thing was frightened 
out of her wits. * He caught her just 
as she reached the water, and swam 
with her towards a boat; which “was 
struggling in’a heavy sea, and got 
her into the little craft. It was al- 
ready full, but she was saved. When 
the explosion occurred every light was 
extinguished, water rushed in and 
flooded the lower compartment. Men 
were shouting below in the darkness. 
It was then that the boats were got 
out from the davyits. A couple were 
safely floated—a sailor says only one 
—and were picking. up those people 
who had jumped or were scrambling 
down the side of the vessel. ~ 

Awful Scenes. 

The scene became indescribable, and 
it was soon apparent that many lives 
would be lest. The sea was filled with 
a struggling mass of people, some of 
whom were clinging to rafts and 
wreckage. Others were scrambling to 


he | get support, but most of them disap- 


peared after a grim fight for life. 
According to one survivor, assistance, 
in the form of torpedo-boats, first 
came after some minutes, though to 
many the period must have seemed 
much longer. In the boat in which 
he was there were many women, and 
they were among the first to be res- 
cued. When information reached tht 
Admiralty at Kingstown 15 vessels, 
tug-boats and torpedo destroyers, were 
despatched to thescene of the disaster. 
They picked up 190 persons, who were 
found clinging to upturned boats, 
rafts, and broken timber. They were 
in a desperate state, suffering un- 
speakable agony during the time that 
A EEEE ‘before the rescue was made. 
In all 587 lives were lost. Mr. Thos. 
Foley, assistant town clerk of Dublin, 
who was appointed to that position 
only last Monday, was lost, as was 
his wife. They leave 10 young chil- 


Rescuer’s Narrative, j 
One who took part in the work of 
rescue said: — 

Within ten minutes of the call for aid 
being received Kingstown Harbour was 
emptied of craft. The first to reach the 
spot was a destroyer that had picked up 
the S.0.S. while at sea. We hurried at 
such speed that part of the bridge gear - 
was broken down. ‘The destroyer saved 
35 lives. By the time I arrived the Gein- 
ster bed sunk. The scene was heartrend- 
ing. For 200 acres the surface of the water 
was covered with debris, bodies of dead 
and dying, boats with peopie in them, 
and people clinging to their sides, and 
also boats that had capsized, We fre- 
quently had to stop to avoid the propel- 
lers killing people. It was pitiful to see 
people floating in their lifebelts wita 
water rushing just over their heads. This 
was duc to the rough sea, and in many 
cases to the fact that they liad fixed their 
lifebélts on too high up*so that their 
heads were not kept clear of the water, 
Consequently, the waves slowly drowned 
them as they fioated. I saw many pathe- 
tic sights. A man and a girl were eling- 
ing to some wreckage. A line was thrown 
to them, and I believe the girl was seved,. 
but not the man.” Sometimes we had to 
lash people to the sides of the boats and 
keep them there for quite a time before 
we could get them aboard, the sea was sọ 
heavy. One man remained tied to the 
side of the boet'in this fashion for three- 
quarters of an hour. . 

Funeral of the Victims. 

The funerals of those victims whose 
bodies have been recovered will take 
place at Dublin to-day. Some diffi- 
culty is being experienced in making 
arrangements for the burial owing to 
the strike of tindertakers, which is 
still unsettled, but it is likely that the 
strike will Be temporarily suspended.

LOOTING OF CAMBRAI. 


Hun Officer Thrown from 3rd 
Storey by Privates. 


_ A thieves’ quarrel in Cambrai dur- 
ing the pillage of the town resulted 
in the death of 15 Prussian soldiers 
and an officer, wh> was thrown from 
a third storey window by some dis- 
satisti varians, says Percival 
Phillips. ‘There were a number of 
similar conflicts between Prussians 
and +- Bavarians.as they roamed 
through the town ransacking dwell- 
inzg-houses. The looting, which began 
immediately after their departure, ex- 
tended even to th> cathedral and 
other churches. Consecrated vessels 
were stolen, and one<German soldier 
earned 1,400 marks (£70) by taking 
brass to a regimental headquarters.

Foch’s Battle to Comé. 


A new British attack was opened on 
Wednesday north-west of Cambrai, at 
the northern end of the Wotan line, 
where we advanced between Lens and 
the Scarpe. This attack, which made 
good progress, with the advance made 
near Cambrai, threatened the Hun 
position at Douai—lately burned by 
the enemy. The effect of the Allied 
advance is to create two deep enemy 
salients, one 40 miles wide from Lille 
to Bertry and 15 miles deep, and the 
other in the direction of Laon, 50! 
miles wide and 25.miles deep. The 
enemy will find great difficulty in 
supplying or withdrawing his forces 
from these, as his manceuvring power 
has been greatly affected by the loss 
of so many junctions. And hich gaye, 
“I have not yet had my battle.” 
There is another danger which the ap- 
pearance of these salients creates for 
the Hun. They lengthen the line he 
has to defend, and this at a time when 
his man-power is nearing exhaustion 
and his reserves are very few. They 
counteract the shortening of the Ger- 
man line and undo Hindenburg’s 
work. ‘The enemy will therefore have 
to carry out further retirements, and 
with the ground in such bad condition 
he will find it difficult to get’ nis 
heavy guns and weighty material 
away, A French expert thinks that 
as the result of the victory the 8 Ger- 
man armies between Valenciennes 
and the.Meuse may have to retreat, 
It is possible that the retreat has al- 
ready begun in the neighbourhood of 
Laon, which has also been ‘in flames 
and where the German peril is great- 
est. Hven if the enemy succeeds in 
falling back to a line from Lille to 
Lorrgine, which he is said to have 
fortified, in the process of shortening! 
his front he can hardly avoid heavy 
loss, and will naturally find after it 
all that the Allied line is shortened 
by the same extent and our superi- 
erity in numbers accentuated. The 
Germans might stand-at Le Cateau,

FRENCH FRONT. 


On the French front important pro- 
gress has been made during the week. 
Gen. Gouraud on Tuesday delivered 
an attack north-east of Rheims, aand 
drove the enemy clean away from the 
tortured city, which has been shelled 
for practically 4 years without in- 
termission. The Germans are now 
being forced to retreat on the whole 
of this ‘part of the line. 


Franco-American Push. 

A Franco-American push east of 
Verdun also started on Tuesday, and 
was very successful. 3,000 prisoners 
were taken, and ou® Allies reached 
unbroken ground in the direction of 
the great railway centre at Conflans, 
only a few miles away. This attack 
was continued on Wednesday, but 
here the Germans are putting up the 
most desperate resistance, ‘and. the 
progress made is slow, but the Ameri- 
cans have gained important heights in 
this region, which should soon make 
a German retreat inevitable.

Words Kaiser Must Eat.

THE GARDEN. 


Week's Work in Brief., 

Break up land deeply by trenching or 
double digging where it is proposed to 
plant fruit trees, for the deep warking of 
the soil is even more important*than tho 
addition of manure. 

Some apples if left om the tree too long 
have avfendency to rot, especially if there 
is.much. wet, andthe fruits touch. Test 
apples frequently and gather as soon as 
they leave the tree readily: Store-thinly 
on shelvés or the floor of a spare room, 

Lose no time in the gredse-banding of 
fruit trees as advised previously. This 
method of keeping caterpillars in check 
is adopted- now by all fruit-growers with- 
out exception for practice has proved its 
value. 

As soon as peas and beans have finished 
yielding clear off the old haulm and burn 
it. Pack up in bundles the supporting 
sticks, if in good condition, for use again 
next year. 

Proceed with the digging up of all pota- 
toes now or wet weather will tnterfere 
with the job, After drying them by ex- 
posure store them in a spot quite safe 

{from frost until required for use.
